Arsenic  in  drug 
'amnesty 

Two  pounds  of  arsenic,  handed 
in  at  a  Nottingham  pharmacy, 
topped  the  list  of  "hauls"  in 
the  city's  drug  collection  cam- 
paign last  week. 

In  addition  to  medicines,  cya- 
nide, nicotine  sulphate  and 
prussic  acid  are  also  reported 
to  have  been  given  up  by  the 


public.  The  campaign  was 
launched  in  the  city  at  Boots 
Ltd  branch,  Wheeler  Gate,  and 
in  the  county  at  H.  A.  Lewis' 
pharmacy,  West  Bridgeford,  by 
the  Lord  Mayor  and  chairman 
of  Nottingham  County  Coun- 
cil respectively. 

The  total  collected  was  well 
on  the  way  to  the  target  of 
half  a  ton  and  included  medi- 
cines dated  as  far  back  as  the 
1930's.  All  drugs  collected 
were  taken  by  the  police  to  the 
university,  where  they  were 
examined  and  then  burned  in 
a  council  incinerator.

Society's  move  to 
Lambeth  definite 

The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  going  ahead 
with  the  new  Headquarters  building  at  Lambeth,  which  it 
hopes  to  occupy  in  October,  1974. 
That    information    was  given 


by  the  president  of  the  Society 
when  addressing  the  annual 
general  meeting  on  May  19. 

The  Council's  architect  is 
now  working  on  the  project, 
and  the  first  plans  have  been 
prepared.  Mr  Darling  said  that 
although  warned  by  the  archi- 
tect that  delays  may  occur,  it  is 
hoped  that  the  final  plans  will 
be  submitted  to  the  Council  in 
October. 

The  architect  will  then  pro- 
ceed with  the  preparation  of 
detailed  drawings  and  it  should 
be  possible  to  enter  into  the 
building  contract  one  year 
later,  during  October  1972. 

The  building  will  take  about 
two  years  to  complete.  Nego- 
tiations with  the  Government 
for  the  sale  of  the  Bloomsbury 
properties  are  now  in  hand  and 
the  Council  will  attempt  to 
arrange  for  security  of  occupa- 
tion until  the  new  building  is 
ready. 

Mr  Darling  referred  to  the 
Bloomsbury  negotiations  as 
"the  long  and  frustrating  story 
of  our  attempts  to  achieve  a 
solution  to  our  problems  in 
finding  a  permanent  home." 


President  is

NP'  for  all 
NHS  scripts 
agreed 

Pharmacists  have  won  their 
fight  to  obtain  a  clear  instruc- 
tion on  every  prescription  from 
prescribers  requiring  "NP" 
labelling. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society 
announced  last  week  that  it 
had  reached  agreement  with 
the  British  Medical  Association 
that  the  letters  "NP"  should 
be  printed  on  all  NHS  pre- 
scription forms  —  the  letters 
to  be  deleted  by  the  doctor  not 
wanting  the  medicines  labelled. 
Both  bodies  are  now  seeking 
the  co-operation  of  the  De- 
partment of  Health. 

The  Central  NHS  (Chemist 
Contractors)  committee  will  ne- 
gotiate payment  for  the  addi- 
tional time  involved. 

Welcoming  the  new  agree- 
ment, Mr  W.  M.  Darling,  pre- 
sident of  the  Society,  said :  "It 
will  be  of  inestimable  value  to 
a  doctor  in  group  practice  who 
may  be  called  urgently  to  at- 
tend a  partner's  patient  and 
will  be  able,  by  looking  at  a 
medicine  label,  to  know  exactly 
what  was  being  prescribed 
for  that  patient.  Clear  labelling 
will  mean  easy  identification, 
and  in  times  of  emergency 
such  as  admission  to  hospital 
or  in  cases  of  accidental 
poisoning  a  label  could  save 
a  life." 

For  the  BMA,  Dr  J. 
Cameron,  chairman  of  the 
general  medical  services  com- 
mittee, welcomed  the  fact  that 
a  practical  method  of  putting 
the  BMA's  "NP"  policy  into 
effect  had  now  been  agreed. 

Ireland's  first 
Fellow 

The  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Ireland  has 
admitted  Donal  Kennelly  a 
fellow  of  the  Society.  This  is 
the  first  occasion  that  a  fellow- 
ship has  been  so  granted. 
Donal  Kennelly  has  been  a 
member  of  the  Council  of  the 
PSI  since  1952  and  its  Presi- 
dent in  1962  and  1963. 

In  1956  he  was  local  secretary 
of  the  Dublin  Meeting  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Confer- 
ence. He  has  often  been  con- 
cerned with  negotiations  on  be- 
half of  Irish  pharmacists  with 
the  Government  and  other 
authorities  and  is  a  member  of 
The  Poisons  Board. 

Donal  Kennelly  was  featured 
in  the  C&D  series  "Figures  in 
the  Pharmaceutical  World" 
(October  12,  1963  p  397). 
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Humphreys 
Jones 
dies  at  93 

Mr  Humphreys  Jones,  for  42 
years  principal  of  Liverpool 
School  of  Pharmacy  (now  de- 
partment of  pharmacy,  Liver- 
pool College  of  Technology) 
died  on  May  21,  aged  93. 

Mr.  Jones  qualified  in  1899 
and  retired  in  1950.  A  regular 
attender  at  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference,  he  was  its 
chairman  in  1940  and  had 
served  several  periods  of  office 
as  president  of  Liverpool 
Chemists'  Association. 

His  interests  ranged  over 
many  fields,  particularly  those 
associated  with  Wales.  He  had 
been  president  of  the  Liverpool 
Welsh  Society,  president  of  the 
Welsh  National  Society  and  in 
1951  president  of  the  National 
Eisteddfod  of  Wales. 

An  active  church  worker  he 
became  the  first  layman  to  be 
installed  moderator  of  the 
English-speaking  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Wales.  He  was  High 
Sheriff  of  Caernarvonshire  in 
1951  and  received  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society's  Charter  Gold 
medal  in  1967.  (Appreciation 
p  667). 


'Pharmacies  should 
increase  displays  of 
contraceptives' 

Pharmacists  should  display  contraceptives  in  their  shops, 
helping  to  remove  public  embarrassment  about  such  products. 
That  is  the  suggestion  of  the  Hertfordshire  branch  of  the 


Conservation  Society  which 
county  during  April. 

They  found  that  only  13  per 
cent  of  pharmacies  displayed 
contraceptives.  Replies  received 
from  161  of  the  185  pharmacies 
showed  that  32  per  cent  dis- 
played a  notice  that  the  pro- 
ducts were  available,  13  per 
cent  displayed  the  products, 
and  65  per  cent  displayed  nei- 
ther. 

Last  year  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  removed  the  ban  on 
display  from  the  Statement  on 
Professional  Conduct,  but  the 
three  main  reasons  given  to 
the  Conservation  Society  for 
not  displaying  were  to  avoid 
giving  offence  (or  for  "ethical" 
reasons);  commercial  problems 
(lack  of  space  or  display 
materials,  and  regulations);  and 
display  unnecessary  (customers 
knew  the  products  were 
stocked). 

The  Herts  branch  is  follow- 
ing up  the  survey  by  launching 
a  campaign  to  make  these 
products  more  easily  available 
to  men  and  women.  Pharma- 
cists will  be  urged  to  display 
more  —  especially  female  pro- 
ducts, as  these  are  the  least 
well-known.  Manufacturers  will 
be  urged  to  supply  more  display 
materials  to  pharmacies. 

A  spokesman  told  the  C&D 
this  week,  "We  want  contra- 
ceptives to  become  just 
something  you  buy  from  the 
chemist — like  toothpaste." 


Future  shopping  pattern 


The  Distributive  Trades 
Economic  Development  Com- 
mittee calls  on  the  Department 
of  the  Environment  to  lay 
down  guidelines  for  local  plan- 
ning authorities  stating  criteria 
by  which  they  should  judge 
applications  in  respect  of  shop- 
ping development  and  particu- 
larly, for  free-standing  super- 
stores (big  stores  outside  nor- 
mal commercial  centres)  and 
out-of-town   shopping  centres. 

In  a  recently-published  re- 
port, the  EDC  notes  that 
such  developments  are  rare  or 
non-existent  in  Britain  and  that 
the  impression  is  widely  held 
that  central  and  local  planning 
authorities    hold    an  adverse 


attitude  to  them.  The  EDC 
recognise  that  there  is  a  case 
both  for  and  against  such  de- 
velopments but  suggests  that 
applications  in  the  past  have 
been  turned  down  without  full 
consideration. 

Looking  ahead  to  1980  the 
report  forecasts  the  likely 
growth  of  consumers'  expendi- 
ture in  shops;  the  amount  of 
floorspace  required;  the  num- 
ber of  shops,  the  amount  of 
trade  going  to  multiples,  inde- 
pendents, co-operatives,  depart- 
ment stores,  mail  order,  etc., 
and  the  location  of  shops.

Charges 

level 

defined 

The  level  of  supplementary 
benefits  determining  the  right 
to  free  prescriptions  was  ques- 
tioned in  the  Commons  on 
Tuesday. 

Mr  Michael  Alison,  Under- 
Secretary,  Department  of 
Health,  said  that  a  person 
whose  net  weekly  income  ex- 
ceeds supplementary  benefit 
levels  by  less  than  the  sum  of 
the  prescription  charges  pay- 
able, plus  a  margin  of  30p,  is 
entitled  to  exemption  or  refund 
of  the  charges. 

Prescribing 
of  heroin 

The  Home  Office  has  no  evi- 
dence to  suggest  that  present 
arrangements  for  treating  ad- 
dicts to  heroin  and  similar 
drugs  has  led  to  an  influx  of 
large  numbers  of  traffickers  in 
those  drugs,  said  Lord  Windle- 
sham,  Minister  of  State,  in  the 
House  of  Lords  last  week. 

Baroness  Wootton  of  Abin- 
ger  had  asked  what  evidence 
there  was  to  support  the  con- 
tention in  reports  of  a  speech 
by  the  US  Attorney  General 
that  the  British  method  of 
treating  narcotic  addicts  was 
wrong,  and  that  in  particular 
it  had  led  to  the  influx  into  Bri- 
tain of  large  numbers  of  traf- 
fickers in  narcotic  drugs. 

Lord  Wynne- Jones  asked  : 
"Is  the  Minister  aware  that  at 
the  NATO  Assembly  next  week 
an  American  Congressman  is 
presenting  a  report  in  which 
he  makes  the  statement  that 
under  the  British  system  many 
thousands  of  private  physicians 
are  allowed  to  prescribe  heroin, 
and  that  there  is  no  real  super- 
vision in  Britain  of  heroin  dis- 
tribution? It  would  seem  to  me 
that  this  is  serious.  Would  not 
the  Minister  agree  that  some 
reply  ought  to  be  made  to 
statements  of  this  sort?" 

Lord  Windlesham:  "With  a 
subject  that  is  of  such  wide  in- 


terest as  drug  abuse,  it  is  legi- 
timate for  comment  to  be  made 
as  to  the  best  methods  of  treat- 
ment. We  are  faced  with  a  sub- 
ject that  raises  difficult  issues. 
Drug  addiction  is  both  a  crime 
and  a  disease.  It  is  because  of 
this  that  there  are  so  many  dif- 
fering attitudes  towards  the  way 
in  which  it  should  be  handled." 

During  the  Commons  debate 
on  the  Committee  Stage  of  the 
Finance  Bill  Sir  Gerald  Na- 
barro  again  called  for  the  re- 
moval of  the  361  per  cent  rate 
of  purchase  tax  on  dentifrice. 

When  Mr  Terence  Higgins, 
Minister  of  State  at  the  Treas- 
ury, refused  to  go  beyond  say- 
ing that  he  was  "mindful"  of 
the  point.  Sir  Gerald  gave  no- 
tice that  he  would  seek  to  table 
an  amendment  to  relieve  den- 
trifice  from  purchase  tax  on  the 
report  stage  of  the  Bill. 

CITB  reduced 
levy  approved 

The  Secretary  of  State  for  Em- 
ployment has  approved  Chemi- 
cal and  Allied  Products  Indus- 
try Training  Board  proposals 
for  a  levy  on  employers  equal 
to  1'5  per  cent  of  payroll  in 
the  year  ended  April  5,  1971. 

The  first  £25,000  of  em- 
ployers' total  payroll  is  ignored 
for  assessment  purposes,  and 
employers  with  payrolls  of  less 
than  £25,067  will  not  be  re- 
quired to  pay  levy.  This  com- 
pares with  a  levy  rate  for  1970 
of  1"7  per  cent  on  payrolls  re- 
duced by  £10,000  and  exemp- 
tion for  those  whose  payrolls 
were  less  than  £10,058.

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DITB's  new  training 
programme  for 
small  retailers 

A  do-it-yourself  training  programme  for  employers  with 
small  staffs  has  been  introduced  by  the  Distributive  Industry 
Training  Board  as  part  of  its  third  grant  scheme,  covering 
the  two  years  August  1971  to  July  1973. 

The  "under  sixty''  scheme  — 


open  to  firms  with  total  emolu- 
ments of  less  than  £60,000  a 
year — sets  less  stringent  stan- 
dards and  requires  a  less 
sophisticated  training  system 
than  the  general  scheme.  Smal- 
ler firms  will  use  a  simplified 
grant  claim  form,  and  they  will 
be  issued  with  a  special  pack 
containing  all  the  stationery 
needed  to  draw  up  job  defini- 
tions, carry  out  appraisal  of 
staffs,  and  plan  training  pro- 
grammes. The  basic  kit  covers 
10  employees. 

The  firms  will  receive  "All 
Systems  Go!,"  a  "plain-lan- 
guage" guide  to  the  basic 
methods  of  modern  training, 
applicable  to  all  trades 
throughout  the  distributive  in- 
dustry. The  booklet  will  also 
be  available  free  to  other 
DITB  levy-payers  on  request, 
and  will  be  available  to  non- 
levy  payers  at  £0-20,  including 
postage. 

Also  introduced  is  a  bonus 
system  of  additional  grants  for 
those  who  train  in  greater 
depth  or  involve  a  greater  num- 
ber of  people  than  required  by 
the  Board's  basic  recommenda- 
tions. The  value  of  bonuses 
will  be  announced  at  the  end 
of  the  training  year  and  will 
be  paid  out  of  funds  available 
after  the  Board  has  met  claims 
for  basic  grants,  running  ex- 
penses, and  aided  trade  associa- 
tions and  group  training 
schemes.

research 

The  pharmaceutical  industry 
provided  27  per  cent  of  the 
medical  research  expenditure  in 
the  UK  in  the  financial  year 
1970-71,  according  to  estimates 
published  by  the  industry- 
Sponsored  Office  of  Health 
Economics. 

Total  spending  amounted  to 
£80  million,  having  been  grow- 
ing at  an  annual  rate  of  13  per 
cent  over  the  past  ten  years. 
£50  m  was  spent  by  the  Medi- 
cal Research  Council  and  the 
University  Grants  Committee 
on  work  in  research  institutes 
and  university  laboratories, 
while  the  industry  spent  £22  m 
in  its  own  laboratories  on  re- 
search and  development.  About 
£1  m  of  the  industry's  expendi- 
ture supported  medical  research 
in  universities  and  other  out- 
side bodies. 

More  evidence  to 
Working  Party 

Evidence  from  the  Executive 
Council  Association  (England) 
and  the  Company  Chemists 
Association  Ltd,  was  considered 
at  the  sixth  meeting  of  the 
Working  Party  on  NHS 
General  Pharmaceutical 
Services,  on  May  21. 

The  Working  Party  also  be- 
gan its  appraisal  of  the  evidence 
submitted  by  Local  Pharmaceu- 
tical Committees  and  branches 
of  the  Society.

Committee 
under  fire 

A  proposal  that  the  Northern 
Ireland  Local  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  be  disbanded  is  to  be 
submitted  for  discussion  at  the 
next  general  meeting  of  contrac- 
tors by  Mr  J.  A.  Boyle,  Armagh. 

Mr  Boyle  first  put  forward 
his  proposal  at  a  special 
general  meeting  of  contractors 
held  in  Belfast  recently  when 
several  criticisms  of  the 
chairman's  report  of  the  Com- 


mittee's activities  were  voiced 
from  the  floor.  Mr  Boyle  was 
told  that  his  proposal  could 
only  be  accepted  if  it  were 
submitted  in  writing.  That,  he 
undertook  to  do. 

Strong  opposition  to  the 
proposed  cost-related  prescrip- 
tion charges  scheme  was  voiced 
by  many  of  the  contractors 
present.  To  the  question, 
"What  is  the  Committee  doing 
about  it?"  the  chairman,  Mr 
W.  S.  Hall,  replied  that  the 
Committee  were  also  strongly 
opposed  to  the  scheme.  They 
had  written  to  the  Central  NHS 
(Chemist  Contractors)  Commit- 
tee in  London,  and  the 
Scottish  Contractors  Commit- 
tee in  Edinburgh  suggesting 
that  the  three  Committees 
should  co-operate  in  sending 
a  joint  deputation  to  meet  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  Health 
at  Westminster,  by  lobbying 
MP's  and  seeking  to  co-operate 
with  the  doctors  in  their  oppo- 
sition to  the  scheme.

It  is  the 
first  phase  of  a  £2  m-pro- 
gramme  of  expansion  for  Boeh- 
ringer Ingelheim,  planned  to  be 
completed  in  1975. 

Bonus  for  CMI 
policy  holders 

The  Chemists'  Mutual  Insur- 
ance Co  Ltd  will  celebrate  their 
50th  year  of  trading  commenc- 
ing October  1  by  giving  a 
bonus  of  25  per  cent  on  re- 
newal premiums  paid  in  res- 
pect of  CMI  policies  during 
that  year. 

Giving  this  information  in 
the  annual  report  for  1970,  the 
directors  say  premium  income 
rose  to  £217,000  in  the  review 
period  or  an  increase  of  140 
per  cent  over  the  past  10  years. 
The  company's  reserves  were 
increased  by  £39,000.

Inaccurate  report 


From  the  extremely  rapid  reaction  of  the  British  Medical 
Association  to  Press  reports  that  pharmacists  should  be 
authorised  to  "substitute,"  it  would  seem  that  the  doctors 
are  determined  to  safeguard  their  cherished  rights  in  the 
matter  of  freedom  to  prescribe  what  they  consider  proper 
treatment.  It  appears  that  the  statement  published  in  the  lay 
Press  is  not  yet  an  instruction.  The  report  seems  to  have 
arisen  because  of  the  suggestion  put  forward  at  a  sub- 
committee meeting  at  a  Birmingham  hospital,  at  which 
methods  were  being  discussed  to  combat  the  growing  cost  of 
drugs. 

According  to  your  report  (last  week,  p  625)  the  idea  was 
merely  being  forwarded  to,  among  others,  the  medical  staff 
committee  and,  at  that  stage,  it  was  taken  up  by  the  national 
Press.  Evidently  in  ignorance  of  the  origin  of  the  Press 
reports,  the  British  Medical  Association  vehemently  opposed 
the  suggestion,  making  it  clear  that,  before  there  was  any 
supply  of  cheaper  drugs  than  those  prescribed,  there  must  be 
consultation  between  pharmacist  and  physician. 

A  BMA  spokesman  declared  that  a  doctor  should  be  free 
to  prescribe  whatever  substance  he  considered  best  for  the 
patient.  That,  of  course,  has  always  been  a  matter  of  insis- 
tence by  the  doctors'  representatives  since  the  beginning  of 
the  National  Health  Service,  though  the  right  to  prescribe 
may  not  necessarily  mean  that  the  patient  obtains  the  medi- 
cine. That  sacred  right,  to  which  the  doctors  attach  so  much 
importance,  has  been  eroded  since  the  imposition  of  the 
prescription  levy,  and  each  successive  increase  in  the  charges 
levied  on  patients  still  further  curtailed  the  intention  of  the 
prescriber. 

More  people  are  finding,  despite  the  much-vaunted  boasts 
of  the  Government  about  people's  rights,  that  they  are  unable 
to  meet  the  new  charges  and  are  voluntarily  and  reluctantly 
having  to  refuse  one  or  more  items  considered  necessary  for 
their  treatment. 

Hospital  practice 

We  see,  therefore,  that  it  is  not  only  a  question  of  substitu- 
tion which  militates  against  the  prescriber's  intentions.  But  we 
must  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  the  Press  reports  suggested 
that  such  substitution  concerned  the  supply  of  drugs  by 
chemists  to  patients.  Much  was  made  of  alleged  fraudulent 
substitution  in  the  now  notorious  "disclosures"  in  the  Sunday 
Times,  though  nothing  has  been  heard  of  that  sensation  for 
some  months  now.  What,  in  fact,  was  discussed  at  Birming- 
ham was  substitution  in  the  hospitals,  a  course  of  action 
which  was  ordered  by  a  Minister  of  Health  —  if  memory 
serves,  his  name  was  Powell. 

I  have  no  intention  of  entering  into  the  wholly  different 
argument  of  the  efficacy  of  different  brands  of  proprietary 
products,  nor  of  assessing  their  merits  by  comparison  with 
reputable  unbranded  products.  The  manufacturers  of  both 
have  been  well  able  to  take  care  of  themselves  in  the  past 
and  will  no  doubt  remain  so  in  the  future. 

Unrecognisable  equivalents 

What  does  very  much  concern  me  is  the  supply  by  the  hos- 
pitals of  small  emergency  supplies  of  tablets  differing  in 
appearance  from  the  recognised  shape  and  colour  of  the 
brand  ordered.  It  is  the  cause  of  anxiety  to  the  patient  and 
interminable  inquiry  with  the  hospital  pharmacy  to  confirm 
the  reason  for  that  difference. 
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Dental  care 

Clinomyn  smoker's  toothpaste 

Probably  the  first  smoker's  toothpaste  to 
be  sold  nationally  by  chemists  is  Clino- 
myn, a  product  of  Trentham  Laboratories. 
Pack  is  a  100g  tube  (£0-25).  The  tooth- 
paste is  unusual  in  that  it  contains  a 
patented  superfine  polishing  material  to 
assist  stain  removal  and  silicones  to  pre- 
vent film  build-up.

Umbrella  role  for 
Society  rejected 

A  call  for  the  integration  of  the  Central  NHS  (Chemist  Contractors)  Committee, 
the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union,  the  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists  and  the 
Company  Chemists'  Association,  as  subcommittees  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
was  rejected  by  the  Society's  Branch  Representatives  at  their  meeting  last  week. 
But    a   motion   designed    to    achieve  a 


"higher  degree  of  unity"  so  that  the  pro- 
fession could  speak  with  one  voice  in 
negotiations  with  the  Department  of 
Health  was  accepted  by  the  representatives. 

The  "integration"  motion  from  Ayles- 
bury Branch  —  said  to  have  been  "legally" 
worded  by  Mr  C.  C.  B.  Stevens,  chairman 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Law 
Committee  —  was  in  the  following  terms: 

"That  in  view  of  the  state  of  pharmacy 
today,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  which  has  enrolled  as  members 
all  pharmacists  on  the  register,  should 
proceed  to  promote  legislation  as  neces- 
sary to  enable  them  to  negotiate  with  all 
other  bodies  in  pharmacy  and  legally  to 
assume  the  position  where  the  Society  may 
negotiate  on  behalf  of  all  members  of 
the  profession  and  further  their  interests 
professionally,  economically  and  academi- 
cally. Furthermore,  that  they  ensure  a 
fresh  charter  be  granted  which  would 
enable  such  objects  to  be  within  their 
powers  and  that  no  fetters  be  placed 
on  any  participation  in  commercial  mat- 
ters affecting  pharmacy." 

Introducing  the  motion,  Mr  C.  T. 
Cresswell  doubted  whether  the  present 
charter  gave  the  Society  scope  to  imple- 
ment its  objectives.  The  integration  pro- 
posed was  not  a  complete  taking  over  — 
the  other  bodies  would  carry  out  their 
same  functions,  but  under  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  so  enabling  them  to  argue 
from  a  position  of  greater  strength. 

Mr  D.  F.  Lewis,  secretary  and  registrar, 
said  the  Society  already  had  power  to 
negotiate  with  other  bodies;  it  could 
already  further  members'  interests  profes- 
sionally and,  in  the  general  sense,  econo- 
mically —  and,  academically,  was  respon- 
sible in  law.  The  motion  sought  to  put 
power  into  the  hands  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  and  out  of  the  hands 
of  the  NPU  and  the  Contractors 
Committee.  Mr  Lewis  reminded  the  meet- 
ing that  not  all  contractors  were  pharma- 
cists. Would  they  all  agree  to  the  Society 
taking  over  contract  negotiations? 

Mr  R.  G.  Worby,  East  Metropolitan, 
said  all  that  was  being  asked  was  for 
negotiations  to  be  carried  out  under  the 
aegis  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  But 
Mr  D.  H.  Maddock,  Cardiff,  quoting  Mr 
F.  W.  Adams  the  former  secretary  and  regi- 
strar, said  that  the  Society  was  capable  of 
performing  most  of  the  functions  sought 
by  the  motion  but  had  agreed  not  to  do  so 
at  the  time  of  the  formation  of  the  NPU. 

Having  defeated  the  motion,  the  repre- 
sentatives considered  one  from  Grimsby 
Branch  calling  upon  the  Society  to  "take 
a  more  practical  interest  in  its  membership. 


by  taking  active  steps  to  co-operate  with 
the  Company  Chemists'  Association  Ltd. 
the  Co-operative  Union,  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  and  the  Guild  of 
Public  Pharmacists  to  achieve  a  higher 
degree  of  unity  so  that  the  profession  can 
speak  with  one  voice  in  negotiations  with 
the  Department  of  Health." 

Mr  J.  P.  Osborne,  proposing,  said  the 
Council  should  protect  pharmacists'  trade. 

Mr  J.  C.  Bloomfield,  chairman,  Practice 
Committee,  listed  the  many  instances  of 
the  type  of  co-operation  already  practised 
by  the  Society  with  the  bodies  named. 
Concerning  the  contract,  the  Department 
would  negotiate  with  those  who  repre- 
sented the  contractors  providing  the  ser- 
vice, and  by  resolution  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Committees  that  body  was 
the  Central  NHS  Committee.  "If  the  con- 
tractors wish  to  vary  the  constitution  of 
their  body  it  is  their  right  to  do  so." 

A  procedural  motion  brought  a  quick 
end  to  the  discussion  and  the  motion  was 
carried  —  although  many  representatives 
appeared  to  the  president  to  have  changed 
their  minds  after  the  tellers  were  put  on. 

Manpower  needs 
must  be 
predicted 

A  new  approach  to  the  profession's  man- 
power statistics  was  proposed  by  Mr  D.  C. 
Mair.  Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland.  He 
wanted  to  see  projections  being  made  from 
the  current  series  of  manpower  and  regis- 
tered pharmacy  surveys  with  a  view  to 
estimating  the  future  manpower  require- 
ments of  the  profession  "in  the  light  of 
expected  developments  in  the  practice  of 
pharmacy."  Previous  projections  had.  he 
said,  been  of  manpower  trends,  not  man- 
power requirements.  There  had  been  no 
estimate  of  the  numbers  required  to  main- 
tain optimum  pharmaceutical  service.  The 
balance  had  always  been  achieved  by 
market  forces,  but  a  planned  pharmaceu- 
tical service  would  remove  these  forces 
and  it  was  therefore  now  opportune  to 
assess  the  requirements  for  the  future. 
The  motion  was  carried. 

Representatives  heavily  defeated  a  Stirl- 
ing and  Central  Scottish  motion  that 
packs  of  medical  products  required  to  be 
sold  under  the  supervision  of  a  pharma- 
cist should  be  initialled  and  dated  by 
the  pharmacist  at  the  time  of  sale.  Mr 
A.  Cowan  had  said  the  idea  would  have 
given  tangible  evidence  of  the  existence 
of  supervision. 


Also  heavily  defeated  was  the  motion 
from  East  Metropolitan  Branch  seeking 
statutory  control  of  hours  of  service.  The 
aim  was  to  facilitate  an  organised  and 
economic  large-radius  rota  service  until 
9  pm  on  weekdays.,  in  conjunction  with 
a  rota  twenty-four-hour-call  service  for 
urgent  prescriptions.  Mr  Worby  said  that 
to  be  regarded  as  a  profession,  pharmacy 
must  behave  like  one.  The  motion  sought 
to  offer  the  Government  a  bargain  — 
statutory  control  of  hours  in  return  for 
an  adequate  service. 

Other  speakers  felt,  however,  that  exist- 
ing arrangements  were  adequate,  and  said 
that  certain  members  of  the  public  would 
take  undue  advantage  of  late  opening  — 
it  was  not  the  urgent  prescription  that 
was  brought  in  on  the  rota. 

Tablet  identification 

There  was  support  for  the  Lancaster, 
Morecambe  and  Westmorland  call  for  all 
solid  dosage  forms  of  medicinal  products 
to  have  embossed  or  printed  on  them  for 
identification  purposes  a  five-figure  number 
allocated  by  a  central  controlling  authority. 

In  reply  to  a  challenge,  Mr  R.  I.  Cooper, 
the  proposer,  showed  from  a  proprietary 
example  that  13  characters  could  be 
printed  legibly  on  a  tablet  of  7  mm  dia- 
meter. Mr  B.  C.  E.  Watson,  Hertford, 
said  there  was  need  for  international 
agreement  under  the  aegis  of  the  World 
Health  Organisation. 

Mr  J.  G.  lies,  North  Metropolitan, 
asked  that  all  schools  of  pharmacy  should 
include  in  their  courses,  instruction  in 
the  professional  aspects  of  pharmacy  given 
by  pharmacists  with  "appropriate  experi- 
ence." He  said  practising  pharmacists 
should  give  talks  to  students  while  they 
were  still  "impressionable."  Professor 
A.  H.  Beckett,  chairman  Education  Com- 
mittee, said  the  schools  were  not  so 
divorced  from  reality  as  some  other  uni- 
versity disciplines.  There  were  several 
means  of  contact  between  students  and  the 
profession,  including  the  regional  organi- 
sation, but  postgraduate  experience  — 
perhaps  under  better  control  than  at  pre- 
sent —  was  the  time  for  the  most  intimate 
contact  with  the  practical  aspects.  Mr 
lies  replied  that  contact  with  more  than 
one  pharmacist  before  graduation,  at  a 
time  when  the  student  could  discuss 
matters  with  his  fellows,  was  important. 
The  motion  was  carried. 

Also  looking  to  the  future  was  the 
Sheffield  motion  suggesting  that  the  Coun- 
cil should  examine  the  possibility  of  en- 
couraging pharmacists  in  general  practice 
to  participate  in  research  into  the  practice 
of  the  profession.  The  discussion  was  given 
some  relevance  by  Mr  C.  E.  Turner,  who 
quoted  developments  at  North  Stafford- 
shire Medical  Institute,  where  a  research 
unit  had  been  established  and  pharmacists 
had  been  invited  to  take  part.  This  motion, 
too,  was  carried. 

After  a  long  discussion  the  meeting 
decided  not  to  ask  the  Council  to  go  back 
on  its  decision  to  curtail  branch  partici- 
pation in  the  representatives  meeting,  in 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  and 
in  relation  to  headquarters  speakers  and 
guests  at  dinner  dances.

Ownership  by 

pharmacists 

proposed 

Any  new  company  owning  a  retail  busi- 
ness should  have  a  controlling  interest 
held  by  a  registered  pharmacist  or  pharma- 
cists, the  meeting  decided  ■ —  and  they 
told  Council  to  take  steps  to  ensure  the 
motion  was  put  into  effect,  despite  some 
warnings  from  the  president. 

Miss  A.  Walton,  for  West  Kent  Branch, 
said  the  time  had  come  for  a  new  concept 
in  general  practice  pharmacy.  Big  business 
was  taking  over  from  the  individual  and 
supermarket  pharmacy  would  become  the 
order  of  the  day.  The  argument  that  health 
centres  would  mean  less  need  for  pharma- 
cies, was  not  shared  by  the  speaker  ■ — 
there  would  always  be  a  public  need  in 
the  suburbs,  rural  areas  and  small  towns. 
The  ownership  change  proposed  would 
bring  Britain  into  line  with  practice  in  the 
Common  Market. 

The  president  said  Council  was  sym- 
pathetic but  he  reminded  the  meeting 
that  not  all  companies  that  owned  pharma- 
cies were  large.  Many  individual  pharma- 
cists had  accepted  the  benefits  of  incor- 
poration. It  was  unlikely  that  a  change 
in  the  law  could  be  attained  and  it  was 
more  important  to  strengthen  the  position 
of  the  superintendent  pharmacist.  The 
motion  was  nevertheless  carried. 

The  meeting  asked  the  Society  to  press 
the  Central  NHS  (Chemist  Contractors) 
Committee  to  negotiate  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  an  agreement  that  no  more 
than  twenty-eight  days'  supply  of  a  medi- 
cine should  be  provided  against  an  NHS 
prescription.  The  president  said  that  dis- 
cussions would  first  take  place  with  the 
British  Medical  Association. 

A  motion  in  the  name  of  North  Staffs 
and  Portsmouth  was  amended  to  call  for 
the  owners  of  retail  pharmacy  businesses 
to  be  reimbursed  by  the  responsible 
Government  department  for  any  additional 
expenses  involved  in  complying  with  future 
legislation  regarding  security  of  premises. 
They  had  in  mind  the  requirements  likely 
under  the  Misuse  of  Drugs  Bill  and  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Regulations.  It  was 
generally  agreed  that  pharmacists  had  a 
general  responsibility  to  safeguard  their 
stocks,  but  that  when  the  Government 
specified  the  method  of  security  payment 
should  be  forthcoming. 

Other  motions  accepted 

□  Number  of  members  required  to  nomi- 
nate a  Council  candidate  or  candidate  as 
auditor  to  be  increased  from  five  to  ten. 

□  The  Department  of  Health  to  be  asked 
to  include  all  illnesses  requiring  long-term 
medication  among  conditions  giving 
exemption  from  prescription  charges. 
[Sir  Keith  Joseph  this  week  stated  that, 
following  discussions  with  the  BMA,  he 
saw  no  prospect  of  any  extension  of  the 
chronic  illness  exemptions.  —  Editor.] 


□  The  legal  provisions  relating  to  the 
writing  of  prescriptions  and  the  need  to 
ensure  legibility  be  brought  to  the  notice 
of  lecturers  in  medical  schools. 

O  Regular  consultation  and  co-operation 
between  branches  of  the  Society  and  the 
BMA  to  be  actively  encouraged. 

□  The  label  of  every  dispensed  medicine 
to  include  the  date  of  dispensing. 

D  Financial  aid  to  be  sought  from  the 
Department  of  Health  for  the  Society  to 
distribute  an  index  of  pharmaceutical  pro- 
ducts to  all  medical  practitioners  and 
chemist  contractors. 

□  An  annual  meeting  of  branch  Press 
officers  to  be  arranged. 

Motions  negatived 

□  Increased  facilities  for  Council  candi- 
dates to  express  their  views  and  policy  in 
the  Society's  journal. 

□  Select  committee  to  investigate  a  sys- 
tem of  Council  election  voting  on  a 
regional  basis. 

□  Regional  boundaries  to  be  reconsidered. 

□  Pharmacists  resident  in  Wales  to  have 
direct   representation   on  Council. 

□  Typing  of  the  labels  of  dispensed  medi- 
cines to  be  standard  practice. 

Pharmaceutical  Society  annual  meeting 


Meeting  with  Minister 

Sir  Keith  Joseph  is  meeting  members  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Council,  the  Central 
National  Health  Service  (Chemists  Con- 
tractors) Committee  and  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical General  Council  (Scotland)  on  June 
17. 

That  information  was  given  to  members 
of  the  Society  at  the  annual  general  meet- 
ing on  May  19  by  Mr  W.  M.  Darling, 
president,  when  he  dealt  with  the  annual 
report  of  the  Council  for  1970.  He  said 
that  the  Council  representatives  "did  not 
object  to  restating  their  objections  at  first 
hand"  to  the  Secretary  of  State. 

On  the  Industrial  Relations  Bill,  Mr 


Darling  said  the  new  provisions  included 
an  additional  clause  making  special  nego- 
tiations for  professional  bodies.  It  seemed 
that  the  Society  would  be  in  a  position 
to  negotiate  under  the  Bill,  if  it  decided 
to  do  so. 

It  was  not  the  Society's  wish  to  extend 
its  powers  in  law.  If,  however,  its  existing 
powers  could  only  be  pressed  by  negotiat- 
ing, then  an  application  for  registration 
must  be  made. 

In  the  section  dealing  with  postgraduate 
courses,  Mr  Darling  referred  to  the  proto- 
type courses  held  in  the  Border,  Chilterns, 
North  West  and  Rhawbarth  De  Cymru. 
The  Society  and  the  Contractor's  Com- 
mittee were  discussing  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  the  scale  of  expenses 
to  those  attending  the  course,  including 
allowances  for  locum  fees.  Very  shortly, 
the  course  plans  for  next  year  would  be 
announced. 

Dealing  with  the  Society's  accounts,  Mr 
H.  Steinman,  treasurer,  said  that  the  in- 
creased fees  introduced  on  January  1 
would  restore  the  Society's  financial  posi- 
tion. 

When  the  Society  bought  its  Blooms- 
bury  Headquarters  building  and  the 
various  adjacent  properties  in  1958  there 
were  those  who  said  that  the  Council  were 
ill-advised  to  take  this  step.  However. 
Mr  Steinman  said  he  was  confident  when 
the  figures  for  the  sale  of  the  Blooms- 
bury  properties  to  the  Government  were 
made  known,  that  decision  would  be 
entirely  vindicated.  It  would  be  the  Coun- 
cil's aim  to  see  that  the  Council's  head- 
quarters at  Lambeth,  while  worthy  of  the 
Society,  was  kept  within  the  resources 
available. 

The  meeting  approved  a  motion  sub- 
mitted by  Mr  Keith  Jenkins,  Bovingdon, 
"that  this  meeting  deplores  the  proposed 
scheme  for  introducing  cost  related  pres- 
cription charges  on  the  grounds  that  phar- 
macists would  inevitably  be  asked  by 
patients  to  discuss  relative  merits  of  pres- 
cribed medicines."

National  Health  Service  dispensing  contracts  should  be  limited  in  areas  where 
pharmacies  are  affected  by  health  centres  ■ —  and  the  pharmacy  owners  should 
be  invited  to  form  consortia  to  provide  pharmaceutical  services  from  within  or 
close  to  the  health  centre  if  necessary. 

carefully  conceived  scheme  totally  in- 
operable on  economic  grounds.  The  diffi- 
culties involved  in  securing  the  agreement 
of  the  proprietors  of  affected  pharmacies 
to  a  scheme  which  might  mean  the  clos- 
ure of  some  and  the  relocation  of  others 
are  already  very  substantial.  In  the  ab- 
sence of  a  guarantee  that  the  agreed 
arrangements  would  not  be  totally  upset 
by  the  issue  in  the  area  of  new  NHS 
dispensing  contracts,  there  would  be  no 
prospect  of  securing  an  agreement. 

"In  health  centre  areas  there  must  there- 
fore be  a  restriction  of  the  right  of  entry 
into  contract  to  provide  pharmaceutical 
services.  There  is  an  adequate  precedent 
in  that  the  principle  is  already  accepted 
in  the  NHS  in  relation  to  general  medical 
practitioners." 

It  is  considered  that  a  comprehensive 
pharmaceutical  service  can  best  be  pro- 
vided, in  normal  circumstances,  from 
premises  which  are  not  within  a  health 
centre  building.  A  pharmaceutical  service 
may.  however,  be  necessary  in  a  health 
centre  if  the  existing  pharmaceutical  ser- 
vice is  inadequate  or  if  the  establishment 
of  the  particular  health  centre  might  alter 
the  existing  pattern  of  prescribing  and 
dispensing  so  that  the  pharmaceutical  ser- 
vice might  become  inadequate  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  new  circumstances. 


That  is  the  conclusion  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society's  document  "Pharmacies  in 
health  centre  areas"  submitted  to  the 
Department  of  Health  last  week.  The 
document,  the  work  of  the  Society's  Com- 
mittee on  a  Planned  Pharmaceutical  Ser- 
vice, has  been  adopted  by  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union,  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal General  Council  (Scotland),  the  Cen- 
tral NHS  (Chemist  Contractors)  Commit- 
tee, the  Company  Chemists'  Association 
Ltd  and  the  Co-operative  Wholesale 
Society  Ltd — though  the  company  chem- 
ists do  not  agree  that  there  should  be 
restrictions  on  the  right  of  entry  into 
dispensing  contracts. 

As  with  the  plan  for  pharmaceutical 
services  in  areas  of  low  population  den- 
sity (C&D,  September  20,  1969)  the  docu- 
ment establishes  the  need  for  the  pharma- 
cist's advice  at  a  point  to  which  the  pub- 
lic has  convenient  access.  This  role  will 
become  even  more  important  as  doctors 
concentrate  to  health  centres  and  group 
practices,  and  introduce  appointments. 

The  document's  first  premise  is  there- 
fore that  health  centres  should  be  situ- 
ated so  as  to  minimise  inconvenience  to 
the  public  —  in  practice  this  is  likely 
to  be  close  to  a  shopping  centre.  The 
provision  of  the  pharmaceutical  service 
should  be  considered  right  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  planning  stage,  and  the  econ- 
omic viability  of  the  affected  pharmacies 
determined.  The  proper  forum  for  such 
early  discussions  would  be  a  joint  meet- 
ing of  representatives  of  the  local  medi- 
cal and  pharmaceutical  committees. 

"The  next  stage  would  be  for  repre- 
sentatives of  the  local  pharmaceutical 
committee  to  meet  all  the  proprietors  of 
pharmacies  who  would  be  affected  by  the 
building  of  the  health  centre  with  a  view 
to  deciding  upon  a  distribution  of  phar- 
macies in  the  area  which  will,  as  far  as 
is  reasonably  practicable,  meet  the  needs 
of  the  public  for  the  dispensing  of  pres- 
criptions issued  at  the  health  centre,  the 
dispensing  of  prescriptions  likely  to  be 
issued  elsewhere  in  the  area  and  the  pro- 
vision of  a  comprehensive  pharmaceutical 
service  to  residents  in  the  area." 

Limitation  of  contracts 

The  document  goes  on  to  consider 
rationalisation  of  the  right  of  entry  into 
dispensing  contracts,  pointing  out  that  the 
planning  of  a  comprehensive  service  could 
take  place  and  an  arrangement  could  be 
evolved  to  secure  the  designed  objectives, 
to  the  benefit  of  the  public,  but  within 
a  few  days  of  the  opening  of  the  health 
centre  one  or  more  additional  NHS  dis- 
pensing contracts  might  be  issued  in  res- 
pect of  newly  opened  pharmacies  which 
were  not  included  in  the  arrangements. 
"Such  a  development  could  render  the 


Planning  area  defined 

The  "planning  area"'  for  pharmaceutical 
services  when  a  health  centre  is  to  be 
built  would  comprise  the  area  bounded 
by  all  the  existing  pharmacies  affected  by 
the  movement  of  doctors  into  the  centre. 

"Given  the  restriction  of  right  of  entry 
into  contract  to  provide  NHS  general 
pharmaceutical  services,  the  proprietors  of 
all  these  pharmacies  would  be  invited  to 
attend  a  series  of  meetings  with  represen- 
tatives of  the  local  pharmaceutical  com- 
mittee at  which  all  the  facts  relating  to 
the  proposed  health  centre  would  be  pre- 
sented to  them." 

The  object  would  be  to  evolve  a  de- 
tailed arrangement  for  submission  first 
to  the  local  pharmaceutical  committee  and 
subsequently  to  the  Executive  Council  for 
approval.  New  NHS  dispensing  contracts 
would  be  granted  to  each  set  of  premises 
included  in  the  scheme  and  each  contract 
would  be  associated  with  a  specific  set  of 
premises  and  the  permission  of  the  Execu- 
tive Council,  in  the  light  of  advice  from 
the  Pharmaceutical  Committee,  would 
have  to  be  obtained  if  it  was  proposed 
to  move  to  new  premises  and  retain  the 
contract. 

Any  chemist  contractor  aggrieved  by  a 
decision  of  a  local  pharmaceutical  com- 
mittee as  to  the  definition  of  the  "plan- 
ning area"  should  have  a  right  of  appeal 
to  the  Secretary  of  State. 


Where  more  than  one  pharmacy  is 
affected,  it  is  proposed  that  the  propri- 
etors should  be  given  an  opportunity  to 
join  in  a  consortium  to  own  and  con- 
duct the  pharmacy  nearest  to  or  within 
the  centre.  The  "consortium"  may  be 
formed  as  a  limited  company  or  a  part- 
nership. No  proprietor  who  indicated  that 
he  did  not  wish  to  take  part  in  the  co- 
operative venture  would  lose  his  existing 
NHS  dispensing  contract.  If,  however,  the 
proprietor  of  a  pharmacy  situated  very 
close  to  the  site  of  the  health  centre 
indicated  that  he  did  not  wish  to  par- 
ticipate in  a  consortium,  the  plan  evolved 
by  the  other  proprietors  might  still  in- 
clude a  consortium  pharmacy  adjacent  to 
or  within  the  centre. 

The  share  to  be  held  by  each  indi- 
vidual within  a  consortium  would  be  a 
matter  for  discussion  at  local  level. 

Employees  and  the  consortium 

"In  addition  to  the  affected  proprietors, 
the  circumstances  in  an  individual  case 
might  lead  to  the  inclusion  in  a  consorti- 
um of  pharmacists,  affected  by  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  health  centre,  who  are  not 
proprietors  of  pharmacies  in  the  area  on 
the  date  on  which  the  consortium-owned 
pharmacy  is  opened.  These  might  include, 
for  example,  pharmacists  who  were  previ- 
ously proprietors  of  pharmacies  in  the 
planning  area  but  who  are  now  to  be 
employed  in  the  consortium-owned  phar- 
macy following  the  closures  of  their 
businesses." 

Proposals  for  the  lease  between  an 
Executive  Council  and  the  consortium  are 
that  it  should  be  different  from  normal 
business  leases  in  two  important  respects. 
First,  it  would  not  be  assignable  to  any 
other  business  and  second,  there  would 
be  a  restriction  (imposed  by  the  Secretary 
of  State)  on  the  range  of  goods  which 
could  be  sold.  "The  consortium  will  wish 
to  be  assured  that  if,  by  any  chance,  the 
pharmacy  should  become  totally  unecon- 
omic due,  for  example,  to  the  movement 
of  doctors  from  the  centre,  they  would 
be  able  to  end  their  lease  commitment. 

"It  may  be  argued  that  the  pattern  for 
the  provision  of  pharmaceutical  services 
should  be  permitted  to  be  dictated  by 
normal  market  forces  and  that  no  mea- 
sures should  be  taken  to  upset  the 
'normal'  pattern  of  development. 

"Circumstances  might  also  arise  in 
which,  upon  formation  of  the  consortium, 
there  was  a  district  within  the  area  which 
was  not  served  by  a  pharmacy.  By  agree- 
ment between  the  Executive  Council  and 
the  shareholders  in  the  consortium,  the 
initial  scheme  might  include  a  provision 
that  an  "unissued  share'  in  the  consorti- 
um would  be  reserved  for  the  proprietor 
of  a  pharmacy  who  might,  at  some  future 
date,  establish  a  business  in  that  district. 
Such  an  arrangement  might  well  be  neces- 
sary to  make  a  district  pharmacy  econ- 
omically viable." 

Similar  arrangements  might  apply  in  a 
district  without  a  pharmacy  which  was 
developed  after  the  scheme  was  approved. 

However,   the   document   stresses  that 
great  care  would  have  to  be  exercised 
Continued  on  page  674 
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by  the  Executive  Council  before  a  recom- 
mendation was  made  that  a  new  phar- 
macy should  be  established  in  such  a 
district.  It  is  suggested  that  the  popula- 
tion required  to  '"support"  a  district 
pharmacy  would  be  substantially  higher 
than  4.500  proposed  for  low-population 
areas  and  that  as  a  "working  rule"  a 
figure  of  6,000  residents  should  be  used. 

If  public  transport  facilities  from  the 
new  district  to  the  nearest  established 
pharmacy  are  considered  to  be  particu- 
larly unsatisfactory  but  the  population  of 
a  district  has  not  reached  6,000,  the  local 
pharmaceutical  committee  and  the  execu- 
tive council  could  consider  whether  a 
pharmacy  should  be  conducted  for  less 
than  the  normal  full  working  day.  "It 
is  stressed  that  such  an  arrangement 
should  be  applied  only  to  substantial  new 
residential  developments  within  the 
planning  area.  The  establishment  of  part- 
time  pharmacies  in  other  parts  of  the  area 
would  adversely  affect  the  full-time  phar- 
macies, possibly  so  undermining  their 
economic  viability  that  closures  would  re- 
sult, to  the  overall  detriment  of  the 
public." 

The  document  then  goes  into  some  de- 
tail as  to  the  share  arrangements  in  form- 
ing consortia,  and  concludes: 

"The  establishment  of  a  health  centre 
from  which  most  of  the  doctors  in  an 
area  will  practise  represents  such  an  inter- 
ference with  fundamental  market  forces 
that  this  argument,  in  relation  to  the 
pharmaceutical  service,  is  not  tenable. 

"The  interests  of  the  public  will  be 
seriously  prejudiced  unless  action  is  taken 
to  ensure  that  the  distribution  of  facili- 
ties for  obtaining  pharmaceutical  services 
is  adequate  to  meet  their  needs. 

"The  proposals  in  this  document  are 
designed  to  secure  that  end  and  therefore 
to  safeguard  the  interests  of  the  public."

Nothing 
unusual  about  that,  did  you  comment,  Sir 
Keith?  True,  but  the  customer  had  no 
money,  and  appeared,  at  least  to  me,  to 
be  in  considerable  distress.  Could  we  let 
him  have  his  drugs  until  the  end  of  the 
week,  when  he  would  pay? 

What  would  you  have  done,  Sir  Keith? 
Reference  is  often  made  to  the  fact  that 
you  were  a  successful  business  man,  so 
that  we  would  expect  you  to  have  made 
inquiries  of  the  customer's  credit 
worthiness. 

Of  that  there  was  no  doubt!  His  address 
was  that  of  a  local  working  man's  hotel, 
a  euphemism  for  a  "doss  house,"  and  no- 
one  but  a  fool — or  a  humanitarian — 
would  be  expected  to  extend  him  credit. 
Did  you  say  that  he  may  well  be  entitled 
to  help  from  the  state,  Sir  Keith?  Of  that 
there  is  little  doubt.  But  he  is  out  of 
work,  and  living  in  his  palatial  surround- 
ings because  he  not  only  has  chronic 
bronchitis,  but  also,  as  so  many  people 
in  this  situation  do,  has  an  inadequate 
personality,  and  is  quite  incapable  of 
applying  for  official  help. 

Did  you  remark  "a  lame  duck,"  Sir 
Keith?  Yes,  Sir  Keith,  that  was  an  un- 
fortunate choice  of  phrase!  You  will 
forward  me  the  sixty  pence?  No,  Sir 
Keith,  the  sixty  pence  will  be  well  spent 
by  me,  if  you  will  realise  that  this  is  not 
an  uncommon  problem  with  which  the 
chemist  is  faced,  to  help  or  not  to  help, 
but  one  that  no  pharmacist  should  be 
asked  to  face.  A  problem  that  will  be

almost  impossible  to  meet  when  and  if 
charges  are  changed  to  cost-related. 

You  have  to  go,  Sir  Keith?  You  have 
a  headache?  So  do  I,  Sir  Keith,  so  do  I! 

The  customer,  need  it  be  said,  got  his 
medicines.  Whether  I  get  my  sixty  pence 
is  for  the  future.  Whether  Sir  Keith  will 
pay  any  attention  to  the  dilemma  of  the 
pharmacist  on  occasions  like  this  is  also 
for  the  future.  But  I  have  more  hope  of 
getting  my  sixty  pence  from  my  customer 
than  I  have  of  getting  any  change  from 
the  Secretary  of  State  for  Health. 

For  the  doubters,  the  conversation  with 
Sir  Keith  was  imaginary,  but  all  the  other 
facts  were  true!

The  other  morning  when  60  items  were 
dispensed,  12  phone  calls  were  made, 
either  to  query  strengths,  elucidate  the 
number  of  tablets  wanted  and  in  one  case 
to  query  whether  Feospan  was  really 
wanted  when  the  patient  had  previously 
had  Histryl,  and  imagined  (as  it  turned 
out  quite  rightly)  that  she  was  to  continue 
the  previous  treatment. 

No  blame  is  attached  to  the  doctors, 
except  in  a  general  sort  of  way,  because 
all  prescriptions  had  been  written  by 
receptionists.  Here,  of  course,  is  the  rub. 

When  it  was  agreed  many  years  ago 
that  no  claim  could  be  made  for  a  tele- 
phone call  to  elucidate  a  script,  the 
doctor  wrote  the  prescription;  he  did  not 
merely  sign  it. 

The  Central  Contractors  Committee 
will,  of  course,  assure  us  that  this  activity 
goes  into  the  general  equation.  That  is 
obviously  true,  but  it  leaves  the  in- 
dividual contractor,  who  has  probably 
never  been  sampled,  with  a  feeling  of  in- 
justice, because  he  has  had  to  spend 
money  on  12  phone  calls  because  the 
receptionists  are  not  up  to  their  task. 

Enough  is  enough!  Let  these  special 
costs  be  met  in  relation  to  each  script 
that  demands  queries  from  a  surgery.  Let 
the  pharmacist  be  seen  to  be  paid.

Time  to  reconcile 

The  scheme  worked  out  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
Committee  on  the  Planned  Distribution  of  Pharmacies  for 
pharmaceutical  services  in  health  centre  and  group  practice 
areas  (p  673)  is  exactly  the  scheme  that  might  have  been 
devised  by  any  "uncommitted"  person  asked  for  an  off- 
the-cuff  answer  to  the  problem. 

That  is  not  to  detract  from  the  committee's  achievement 
■ — the  pro's  and  cons  of  the  "instant  solution"  had  to  be 
thoroughly  investigated.  But  the  greater  achievement  is  to 
have  succeeded,  as  with  the  plan  for  areas  of  low  popula- 
tion density,  in  reconciling  many  of  the  professional  and 
commercial  attitudes  of  a  diversity  of  organisations. 

However,  the  "fly  in  the  ointment"  is  the  company 
chemists'  opposition  to  any  restriction  on  the  right  to  enter 
into  an  NHS  dispensing  contract.  The  same  exception  to 
the  general  consensus  was  expressed  in  the  low-population 
area  document,  but,  as  we  pointed  out  at  the  time 
(September  20,  1969,  p  263),  there  was  unlikely  to  be  any 
conflict  in  the  communities  where  restriction  was  antici- 
pated —  small  populations  do  not  attract  multiples! 

This  time  the  difference  in  outlook  does  matter.  Limita- 
tion of  contracts  is  the  nub  of  the  whole  scheme,  without 
which  consortium  pharmacies  and  a  planned  service  are 
impossible.  As  the  document  itself  points  out,  if  local 
pharmacists  are  to  commit  themselves  to  running  addi- 
tional sets  of  premises,  either  in  or  outside  the  health 
centre,  while  maintaining  the  service  they  provide  at  their 
existing  pharmacies,  they  will  need  to  be  assured  that  no 
"leapfrogger"  will  upset  a  fine  financial  balance. 

Both  the  multiples  and  the  independents  have  com- 
mercial interests  directing  their  attitudes — the  multiples 
want  to  be  able  to  keep  the  additional  custom  NHS  dis- 
pensing attracts,  the  independents  (or  many  of  them) 
simply  want  to  survive! 

But  the  plan  envisaged  by  the  committee  rightly  begins 
by  making  out  the  case  for  a  pharmaceutical  service  in  the 
public  interest.  If  that  service  is  accepted  as  necessary, 
there  must  be  community  pharmacies — which  means  they 
must  be  viable,  which  today,  regrettably,  means  they  must 
be  protected.  Such  protection  of  dispensing  business  need 
not  mean  a  falling  off  of  standards  of  service  through  lack 
of  competition — the  new  powers  given  to  the  Ministers  by 
the  Medicines  Act,  added  to  the  powers  of  the  Executive 
Councils,  are  sufficient  guarantee. 


The  committee's  conclusion  that  health  centres  repre- 
sent an  interference  with  "fundamental  market  forces"  is 
entirely  valid,  and  confirms  the  view  that  further  "inter- 
ference" by  the  Government  may  be  necessary  to  safe- 
guard the  pharmaceutical  service.  Time  is  running  out — 
for  the  public  as  well  as  for  pharmacy.  We  look  forward 
therefore  to  a  more  urgent  consideration  by  the  Govern- 
ment of  this  document  than  was  accorded  to  the  last. 

The  Noel  Hall  report  was  needed  to  convince  the 
Government  that  urgent  action  was  required  to  revive 
hospital  pharmacy.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  general  practice 
pharmacy  will  not  be  permitted  to  get  into  the  same  sorry 
state  before  a  move  is  made  to  safeguard  the  essential 
service  it  provides. 

Top  of  the  poll 

The  outstanding  feature  of  this  year's  Council  election 
results  is  the  vote  for  the  president,  Mr  W.  M.  Darling. 
Rarely  does  the  electorate  show  such  single-mindedness 
as  to  give  to  one  man  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  votes 
cast  —  almost  2,000  more  than  to  the  second  candidate. 
Indeed,  it  is  some  years  since  the  candidate  topping  the 
poll  even  achieved  a  majority  vote! 

The  two  newcomers  to  Council,  Mr  Roxburgh  and  Mr 
Roberts,  give  the  Council  a  much  more  balanced  look, 
coming  as  they  do  from  hospital  pharmacy.  Both  have 
served  their  branch  of  the  profession  well,  and  Mr  Rox- 
burgh currently  holds  office  as  chairman  of  the  Scottish 
Executive  of  the  Society.  There  are  now  three  members 
from  hospital,  three  from  industry,  and  one  academic 
pharmacist  to  complement  those  Councillors  whose  experi- 
ence is  mainly  of  retail  practice. 

We  regret  we  can  shed  few  tears  over  the  departure 
of  Mr  S.  Blum.  Whatever  he  may  or  may  not  have  con- 
tributed in  the  Council  chamber  seems  to  have  been 
frequently  overshadowed  by  the  reporting  of  his  "direct 
action."  But  our  main  criticism  has  always  been  of  his 
attempt  to  bring  his  Chemists'  Action  Group's  views  into 
the  Council  as  a  lobby  —  not  in  our  view  the  democratic 
way  to  conduct  the  Society's  affairs. 

Overall  voting  figures  again  present  a  dismal  picture. 
Pharmacy  is  no  longer  "at  the  crossroads"  —  the  way 
ahead  is  clear,  but  the  profession  will  have  to  fight  for 
every  inch  of  ground.  It  must  therefore  be  frustrating  for 
the  newly-elected  leaders  to  realise  that  20,115  members 
of  the  profession  apparently  care  nothing  about  who  wins.

Further  to  the  letter  from  Stanley  Paske 
in  your  issue  of  April  24  on  the  above 
subject,  I  believe  he  may  have  miscalcu- 
lated the  number  of  pharmacists  serving 
Rotary  through  making  an  incomplete 
survey.  I  was  Governor  of  this  District, 
102,  during  the  year  when  Gordon  Taylor 
was  president  of  RIBI,  but  I  have  no 
recollection  of  being  asked  to  autograph 
the  album  referred  to,  nor  did  any  request 
come  to  me  through  the  then  District 
Secretary. 

From  my  personal  experience  in  visits 
to  every  Rotary  Club  in  this  District  over 
the  past  few  years  I  gained  the  impression 
that  a  very  small  minority  had  no 
pharmacist  in  membership.  Many  of  them 
had  been  presidents  of  their  clubs  and 
a  few  were,  indeed,  founder-presidents. 

Mr  Paske's  letter  reminds  me,  however, 
of  a  unique  custom  we  have  in  this  dis- 
trict. Whenever  a  pharmacist  is  elected 
president  of  his  club  an  invitation  is  sent 
to  all  other  Rotarian  pharmacists  to 
attend  a  special  lunch  or  dinner  to  honour 
their  colleague  and  to  meet  each  other 
away  from  their  businesses  in  Rotary 
fellowship. 

This  pleasant  tradition  was  started  some 
fifteen  years  ago  by  Archie  McConnochie, 
former  area  manager  of  Coty  Ltd,  not  him- 
self a  pharmacist  but  a  past  president  of 
the  Rotary  Club  of  Glasgow.  No  year 
passes  without  at  least  one  pharmacist  in 
the  chair;  usually  there  are  two  or  more. 
I  believe  pharmacy  is  the  only  vocation 
represented  in  Rotary  which  makes  this 
fine  gesture  to  its  members  who  have  re- 
ceived distinction  in  the  movement,  and 
perhaps  it  only  operates  in  this  area.

Dispensing  doctors 

I  have  read  with  care  and  interest  the 
recent  correspondence  over  "Doctor  dis- 
pensing" and  I  write  as  the  husband  of  a 
practising  pharmacist. 

Personally,  I  have  the  highest  regard  and 
respect  for  pharmacists  in  general,  and  if 
Mr  Hatfield  thinks  that  they  are  "surro- 
gate" or  subservient  to  anyone,  including 
himself,  he  would  perhaps  do  well  to 
think  again.  He  may  care  to  reflect  upon 
the  fact  that  pharmacists  were  afforded 
statutory  recognition  in  1852,  and  some 
six  years  before  similar  recognition  was 
granted  by  Parliament  to  medical  prac- 
titioners in  the  first  Medical  Act  of  1858 
—  and  it  would  seem  from  this  that  the 
Palace  of  Westminster  in  its  wisdom  re- 
garded CPs  as  "surrogate"  or  substitute 
pharmacists. 

Nowhere  in  any  of  the  medical  enact- 
ments since  the  first  Act  of  1858,  up  to  and 
including  the  current  Act  of  1969  does 
the  word  "doctor"  appear  to  describe  a 


registered  medical  practitioner  and  thus  it 
appears  that  even  Parliament  cannot  con- 
fer the  rights  to  the  title  "doctor"  to  any- 
one, including  those  registered  in  the 
medical  register,  not  possessed  of  a 
genuine  University  Doctorate,  even  if  they 
do  hold  such  degrees  as  MB,  ChB(Cantab), 
MRCSfEng),  LRCP(Lond),  and  DPM. 

In  these  circumstances,  perhaps  all 
pharmacists  will  remember  that  the  form 
of  address  to  general  practitioners  not  in 
possession  of  a  genuine  doctorate  is 
simply  "Mr." 

This  would  do  much  to  remove  the 
myth  of  the  "doctor's"  infallibility  men- 
tioned by  your  correspondent  R.  N. 
Thomas  with  whom  I  heartily  and  fully 
agree. 

I  am  not  too  sure  that  the  use  of  the 
title  "Dr"  by  most  GPs  does  not  offend 
against  the  various  University  Acts  and 
perhaps  also  the  Trade  Descriptions  Act.

Dispensing  nurse 

What  a  lot  of  old  "codswallop"  you  phar- 
macists write  about  your  dispensing.  You 
know  very  well  that  at  least  99  per  cent 
of  the  dispensing  in  this  country  is  done 
by  "unqualified"  dispensers,  supposedly 
under  supervision. 

I  started  dispensing  in  1920  but,  owing 
to  the  restlessness  of  youth,  never  quali- 
fied. But  I  profess  to  have  had  experience 
that  lots  of  to-day's  pharmacists  have  not 
had.  I  have  made  many  "batches"  of  pills, 
cachets,  suppositories,  etc — all  the  hard 
way. 

So  please  stop  disparaging  the  doctors' 
dispensers.  All  doctors'  dispensers  are  not 
receptionists.  In  fact,  I  doubt  if  there  are 
any  such.  The  doctors'  dispensers  I  know 
are  all  qualified  Apothecary  Hall  or  Ser- 
vice qualified,  and  I  imagine  that  there 
are  not  more  than  100*  in  the  whole  of 
the  country,  but  you  will  find  many  "un- 
qualified" dispensers  in  retail  pharmacies 
who  just  grew  up  with  the  job. 

Another  point  I  would  like  to  make  is 
that  a  doctor's  dispenser  gives  a  better 
service  to  the  patient  and,  after  all,  this 
is  what  counts.  The  pharmacist  on  rota 
duty  closes  shop  sharp  at  7  pm.  no  matter 
how  many  patients  are  left  in  the  doctor's 
surgery. 

It  is  my  firm  belief  that  the  retail  phar- 
macist is  a  fast  disappearing  race.  After 
all,  where  is  the  "Art  of  Dispensing"  to- 
day? The  future  of  the  pharmacist,  in  my 
opinion,  is  in  industry,  where  his  profes- 
sional knowledge  and  skill  can  be  put  to 
good  use,  not  wasting  his  ability  in.  hand- 
ing out  pre-packed  items  like  a  general 
dealer.

Supervision  query 

Dr  Hatfield  admits  his  responsibility  for 
the  medicines  dispensed  by  his  nurse,  but 
he  omits  to  state  whether  he  also  super- 
vises her  dispensing. 

If  he  does  supervise  her,  then  his  argu- 
ment that  dispensing  by  doctors  does  not 


increase  their  workload  is  invalid.  If  he 
does  not  supervise  the  dispensing  by 
unqualified  staff  then  he  must,  surely,  re- 
cognise that  the  qualified  pharmacist  is 
less  likely  to  make  an  error. 

The  learned  doctor  obviously  acquired 
his  knowledge  of  dispensing  many  years 
ago,  and  I  doubt  if  any  young  doctor 
qualified  within  the  last  10  years  could 
match  his  ability  in  this  field. 

It  would  appear  from  Dr  Hatfield's  re- 
marks, that  the  Government  is  wasting 
the  taxpayers'  money  by  spending  over 
£5,000  on  a  pharmacy  student's  training, 
when  qualified  nurses,  who  are  desperately 
needed  to  man  the  hospitals,  can  be  more 
usefully  employed  as  dispensers  of  drugs.

New  range  of  display 
equipment  makes  its 
debut  at  Shopex 

A  completely  new  range  of  display  equipment  made  its 
debut  at  Shopex,  the  shopfitting  exhibition  which  took  place 
in  London  last  week.  It  is  the  Alpha  System,  produced  by 
Showrax  Ltd,  Tower  Works,  Northfleet,  Kent. 

Basis    of    the  system 


is  a 

square-section  steel  upright, 
with  T-shaped  punchings  on 
two  opposite  sides  which  ac- 
commodate the  full  range  of 
Alpha  System  brackets  and  at- 
tachments. There  is  also  a  clip- 
on  converter  which  allows  the 
brackets  and  attachments  to  be 
uesd  across  the  punched  face 
of  the  upright. 

If  required,  white  plastic 
covers  may  be  fitted  to  the 
punched  steel  upright.  These 
covers  are  recessed  so  that 
strips  of  trimming  material 
may  be  inserted  to  cover  all 
or  any  of  the  four  faces  of  the 
upright. 

Trimmings  can  be  inserted 
right  up  to  brackets  and  be- 
tween brackets,  so  completely 
concealing  the  T  punchings. 

Uprights  can  be  fixed 
directly  to  a  wall  or  fitted  with 
legs  and  tie-bars  for  wall  or 
gondola  use. 

If  it  is  desired  to  locate 
fixtures  between  floor  and  ceil- 
ing, expanding  and  contracting 
adjusters  may  be  fitted  at  each 
end.

Modernisation  was  achieved 
by  the  introduction  of  a  new 
design  and  new  thinking  by 
Nordia.  They  selected  colour 
and  lighting  to  produce  decor 
which  co-ordinated  with  the 
character  of  each  department. 

In  the  cosmetics  section  a 
"salon"'  air  was  designed  to 
attract  the  woman  shopper.

Specifically  designed  for  re- 
tail premises,  the  units  are 
finished  in  deep-grained  PVC 
and  are  said  to  be  rust-proof, 
scratch-proof  and  chip-proof. 


The  single-sided  wall  units 
are  48  in  high,  36  in  wide,  and 
18  in  deep  at  the  base.  The 
five  shelves  provide  nearly 
17  sq  ft  of  display  space. 
Double  sided  gondolas  have 
the  same  height  and  width  and 
are  36  in  deep  at  the  base. 
With  10  shelves  they  provide 
33  sq  ft  of  display  space. 
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A  new  system  makes 
its  mark  in  a 
new  development 


The  Doddington  Road  estate  in 
Battersea,  London,  is  one  of 
the  latest  GLC  development 
schemes.  It  incorporates  houses, 
flats  and  a  central  shopping 
complex  designed  and  built  in 
modern  architectural  idiom. 
Within  the  shopping  complex, 
an  important  site  has  been 
taken  by  pharmacist  Mr  A.  L. 
Steed. 

Mr  Steed  believed  that  the 
interior  of  his  shop  should  re- 
flect the  modern  design  sim- 
plicity of  the  development  as  a 
whole.  He  wanted  a  clean, 
simple  background  against 
which  to  display  merchandise; 
he  wanted  an  air  of  spacious- 
ness so  that  shoppers  could 
walk  around  self-service  dis- 
plays without  feeling  crowded, 
and  he  was  looking  for  a 
flexible  shopfitting  system  that 
he  could  adapt  and  modify  for 
seasonal  merchandising  dis- 
plays. 

In  conjunction  with  shop- 
fitters  A.  Davies  of  Acton,  Mr 
Steed  considered  a  number  of 
designs  and  systems,  and  finally 
chose  Context  800,  a  new  shop- 
fitting  system  designed  and 
produced  by  Tenon  Contracts 
Ltd  of  King's  Lynn  in  collabor- 
ation with  a  London  design 
consultant. 

Context  800  embodies  peri- 
pheral walling,  a  ceiling  sys- 
tem, display  units  and  dis- 
play shelving  all  designed  to  a 
basic  800  mm  module.  The  key 
to  the  system,  in  which  the 
wall  framework  is  integrated 
with  the  ceiling  grid,  is  the 
anodised  aluminium  Context 
post.  This  is  so  designed  that 
the  wall  panels  can  be  locked 
into  it,  and  a  wide  range  of 
units,  shelves  and  accessories 
fitted  to  it.  What  is  more,  it 
can  be  erected  by  an  unskilled 
person  using  nothing  more 
complex  than  a  screwdriver. 

Within  the  ceiling  grid, 
Lytespan  electrified  track  was 
incorporated  to  allow  for 
movable  spotlights.  Visually, 
Lytespan  track  is  very  similar 
to  the  Context  post  so  the 
appearance  of  an  identical 
light  aluminium  framework  was 
achieved  over  walls  and  ceil- 
ing. 

Mr  Steed  chose  white  infill 
tiles  for  the  ceiling  and  orange 


and  white  infill  panels  for  the 
walls  to  achieve  an  air  of 
brightness  and  space. 

Utilising  adjustable  brackets 
from  the  same  range  (which  are 
clamped  into  the  vertical  posts 
by  the  turn  of  a  screw)  the 
walls  have  been  fitted  with  dis- 
play shelving  throughout.  And 
at  either  end  of  the  shop  two 
floor-to-ceiling  display  features 
have  been  constructed. 

Everything  in  the  system  is 
flexible  and  adjustable.  The 
shelves  themselves  are  adjust- 
able to  three  angles  by  a  simple 
movement  on  the  brackets. 
Panels  in  the  walls  can  be 
easily  changed,  and  by  slotting 
additional  posts  into  the  ceil- 
ing grid,  further  displays  can 
be  added  at  will. 

A.  L.  Steed,  is,  in  fact,  the 
first  retail  pharmacy  to  employ 
Context  800,  which  made  its 
debut  last  year  in  a  Midlands 
department  store.

Assist- 
ants have  a  pleasant  environ- 
ment to  work  in,  and  since 
they  do  not  have  to  spend  so 
much  time  shelf-hunting  or 
dusting,  they  can  spend  more 
time  actually  with  the  customer. 

It  is  easy,  too,  to  put  price 
tickets  wherever  you  want 
them,  and  this  has  saved  a  lot 
of  time,  says  Mr  Lamb. 

All  in  all,  the  Dollar  Rae 
system  has  offered  an 
effective  step  forward  in  phar- 
maceutical merchandising.

Leakage:  the  obstacle  to 
profitable  trading 


by  F.  R.  Pegg,  chief  executive,  Volumatic  Co. 


Increasing  pressure  in  the  form  of  rising 
overheads  and  sharper  competition  is 
being  placed  on  all  retailers  to  modernise 
their  methods  of  selling  and  displaying 
goods  —  and  this  is  bringing  a  high 
degree  of  self-selection  in  its  wake. 

Higher  sales  volume  and  less  "dead" 
stock  are  among  the  prizes  to  be  won  with 
self-selection  techniques.  Increased  turn- 
over, however,  is  of  little  use  unless  the 
rate  of  profitability  can  be  increased  or 
at  least  maintained  in  proportion.  One 
of  the  principal  stumbling  blocks  to 
achieving  the  desired  profit  ratio  is  that 
of  leakage. 

A  large  proportion  of  leakage  is  attribut- 
able to  shoplifting.  Indeed,  on  a  nation- 
wide basis  shoplifting  losses  have  reached 
the  proportions  of  organised  crime.  Some 
estimates  put  the  annual  shoplifting  bill 
at  around  £100  million  and  total  leak- 
age, including  staff  pilferage,  in  the  region 
of  £300  million. 

The  retail  pharmacy  is,  of  course,  an 
attractive  target  for  the  shoplifter.  In  fact, 
one  expert,  Mr  Gordon  Smith,  managing 
director  of  Unichem,  the  chemists'  buying 
group  and  a  retailer  in  his  own  right, 
claims  that  chemists  are  the  most  pilfer- 
prone  of  all  retailers. 

The  reason  for  retail  pharmacy's 
susceptibility  to  the  shoplifter  is  due,  he 
claims,  to  the  fact  that  compared  with 
other  retailers,  he  has  fewer  staff  active 
in  the  store  in  relation  to  the  number 
of  items  in  stock.  Chemists  tend  to  carry 
many  more  smaller  items  of  merchandise 
than  other  retailers,  many  highly  attrac- 
tive and  pilferable,  eg,  cosmetics. 

In  addition,  fewer  customers  are  pre- 
sold on  entering  a  chemist's  shop  than  in 
other  types  of  retailing.  In  consequence, 
there  is  more  handling  of  items  by  cus- 
tomers and  a  high  pilferage  risk.  The 
average  chemist's  shop  also  tends  to  be 
smaller  than  most  others,  with  the  result 
that  the  store  area  can  become  unduly 
crowded  making  it  simpler  for  the  shop- 
lifter. 

Despite  the  frightening  growth  of  pil- 
ferage, there  are  a  number  of  measures 
that  can  be  taken  both  to  deter  and  to 
catch  the  shoplifter. 

The  most  effective  weapon  that  the  re- 
tailer can  have  in  his  battle  against  the 
shoplifter  is  good  overall  surveillance  of 
his  shop.  One  method  of  achieving  this 
is  to  increase  the  number  of  staff.  But 
with  staff  costs  averaging  around  60  per 
cent  to  70  per  cent  of  the  chemist's  over- 
heads this  just  is  not  practical. 

Security  staff,  either  employed  by  the 
retailer  or  on  a  contract  basis  from  one 
of  the  many  firms  who  specialise  in  this, 
and  closed  circuit  television  are  among 
methods  of  increasing  surveillance. 


Uniformed  commissionaires  are  also  be- 
ing brought  into  use  by  many  larger 
stores,  since  they  have  the  added  ad- 
vantage of  providing  a  deterrent  to  the 
shoplifter. 

Another  method  which  is  being  widely 
adopted  by  many  retailers,  is  the  use  of 
the  Volumatic  convex  mirror  system. 

This  consists  of  a  number  of  convex 
faced  mirrors,  that  come  in  a  variety  of 
sizes,  systematically  sited  to  enable  man- 
agement and  staff  to  keep  a  close  watch 
over  goods  on  display  and  also  on  cus- 
tomers moving  around  the  store.  In  addi- 
tion to  allowing  long  range  store  super- 
vision by  opening  up  to  view  hidden 
corners  and  other  blind  spots,  the  mirror 
system  acts  as  a  powerful  deterrent  to 
would-be  pilferers. 

The  prevention  of  pilferage  is  a  man- 
agement responsibility  and  careful  thought 
should  be  given  to  store  layout  and  the 
choice  of  fittings.  For  example,  fixtures 
such  as  gondolas  and  display  stands  should 
be  kept  fairly  low  so  that  surveillance 
is  not  impeded.  Their  positioning  should 
be  related  to  the  normal  "rest"  position 
of  sales  assistants,  so  that  goods  can  be 
kept  under  supervision  from  these  posi- 
tions. 

In  most  pharmacies  there  is  a  single 
cash  point,  and  this  should  be  placed  so 
that  the  cashier  faces  into  the  store  to 
give  maximum  surveillance.  Where  there 
are  a  large  number  of  cash  points  and 


the  store  is  to  a  certain  extent  depart- 
mentalised,  then  cash  and  wrap  positions 
at  the  end  of  gondolas  give  good  super- 
vision and  quick  service. 

However,  leakage  occurs  in  ways  other 
than  customer  pilferage  and  can  usually 
be  attributed  either  to  staff  dishonesty 
or  careless  procedures. 

The  goods  inwards  department  is  an 
area  which  can  be  very  prone  to  leakage. 
All  too  often  junior  staff  are  used  for 
the  checking-in  of  goods  received  and 
unless  staff  of  suitable  calibre  is  em- 
ployed, the  risk  of  losses  through  care- 
lessness or  dishonesty  will  be  high. 

Leakage  can  occur  through  inefficient 
or  deliberately  dishonest  paperwork.  For 
example,  in  the  checking  of  invoices  or 
recording  of  breakages  and  damaged 
goods. 

The  efficient  operation  of  cash-points 
is  obviously  important.  Dishonest  cashiers 
or  those  working  in  collusion  with  cus- 
tomers can  lead  to  serious  losses  which 
are  often  difficult  to  uncover.  Every  store 
should  have  a  strict  cash-out  system  and 
till  procedure.  "Voids"  and  "No  Sales" 
should,  wherever  possible,  be  initialled  by 
the  manager  or  proprietor.  "Paid  Out" 
should  be  avoided,  but  where  necessary 
should  be  handled  by  a  senior  and  re- 
sponsible member  of  the  staff.  If  possible 
spot  checks  should  be  taken  using  a  spare 
change  float.  The  necessity  for  a  lot  of 
these  precautions  depends  upon  the  in- 
dividual store  and  its  volume  of  trade, 
and  also  on  the  relationship  between  the 
manager  and  his  staff. 

Leakage  is  one  of  the  major  problems 
facing  the  retailer  in  his  efforts  to  be- 
come more  competitive  and  to  increase 
his  volume  of  business.  If  he  takes 
adequate  precautions  through  the  instal- 
lation of  anti-pilferage  devices  and  care- 
ful staff  selection  and  training,  then  he 
will  be  taking  a  big  step  towards  greater 
profits.

Mercury  salts 
lower 

London,  May  26:  Although  £212  is  still 
being  quoted  as  the  London,  ex  ware- 
house, price  for  mercury  in  flask  of  76  lb, 
the  free  market  in  the  metal  has  fallen  to 
less  than  £120  and  during  the  week  was 
even  quoted  as  low  as  to  £114-£116. 
A  leading  manufacturer  of  mercury  salts 
has  reduced  the  price  of  the  main  salts 
by  around  £1  per  kg;  the  new  rates  are 
given  below.
